Austin, August IT.—Governor Col* 
- juitt today called a special session of 
the legislature to convene Monday at 
IO a. rn. for the purpose of passing a 
bonded warehouse bill to aid the cot­ 
ton raisers of Texas. This is the only 
subject mentioned in the call and the 
govt rnor said it was not his present 
intention to submit other matters, but 
he would not commit himself, as he 
declared he would be guided by the 
exigencies of the situation. 
It is said the governor favors a 
measure such as was recommended by 
H ie F a rm e r s ’ Union at its last meeting 
at Fort Worth. 
Following is the text of the gover­ 
n o r’s proclamation: 
“ W hereas, oh account of the lack 
of storage facilities in this state, 
many hundred bales cotton are stored 
in open yards, resulting in loss and 
damage to the owners, estimated in 
Texas for the last season at several 
million dollars: and on account of 
the unexpected outbreak of war be­ 
tween the nations of L urope which 
consume annually over 4.» per cent of 
the cotton crop of the United States, 
the market 
for cotton 
is 
greatly 
curbed, thus making some provision 
for storing and holding cotton in 
good condition and 
enabling 
the 
owners to borrow money on it ut 
reasonable rates imperative. 
I here 
being no adequate law providing for 


t h e building and operation of ware­ 
houses at the p u b l i c expense by cities ! 
and towns of the state, or by indivi­ 
duals arid corporations andor bond, 
and tho need for such a law boing 
apparent, justifies an extra session of 
the legislature or Tex a-* to act upon 
this verv important matter. 
Before 
the meeting of the regular session of 
the regular session of the Thirty- 
fourth legislature the cotton crop will 
have been picked and prepared for 
market. 
To delay action, therefore, 
until the regular >ession of the Thirty- 
fourth legislature would result in 
great lo^s and injury to the cotton 
producers and the public generally.
